Cabinet Grants Chancel- 
lor Greater Authority 
Than Bismarck Had.

BERLIN, April 7.—(UP)—The 
cabinet tonight approved a new 
“gleich schaltung” law clothing Chan- 
cellor Adolf Hitler with even greater 
powers and virtually dealing a death 
blow to the reich as conceived by Bis- 
marck. 

The law is the most important con- 
stitutional change which the Hitler 
government in its brief but dramatic 
career has yet attempted. It confers 
upon the chancellor power which nei- 
ther Bismarck nor any of the kaisers 
enjoyed. 

Whatever remains hereafter of the 
federal character of the reich will be 
almost negligible. Hitler or his aids 
will control every state in the federa- 
tion, with the chancellor omnipotent. 

The term “gleich schaltung” is un- 
translatable. It means the propor- 
tional adjustment of any elective 
body in accordance with the ratio of 
the March 5 elections. The nazi 
party, which Hitler heads, won large 
majorities in those elections in all 
sections of the country, hence the ad- 
justment will give them full control 
of all elective bodies.

WASHINGTON, April 7.—(®)— 
Reconsideration of the senate’s ac- 
tion in passing the Black 30-hour 
week for industry was moved in the 
senate late today by Senator Tram- 
mell, democrat, Florida, thereby hold- 
ing the measure from going to the 
house until action on the motion. 

Trammell did not state his reasons 
on the floor, but later told newspaper- 
men he objected to the bill prohibiting 
domestic manufactured articles from 


moving in interstate commerce if 
made by labor working longer hours 
and not at the same time applying to 
foreign goods, 

An amendment by Senator Hat- 
field, republican, West Virginia, to 
apply the restriction to imported 
goods was defeated by a single vote yes- 
— before the senate passed the 
lll. 

Senator Black, democrat, Alabama, 
author of the 30-hour-week measure, 
meanwhile introduced a sequel to es- 
tablish a six-hour day for employes 
of all transportation systems, includ- 
ing the railroads, express companies, 
freight-forwarding and sleeping car 
companies. 

The bill, referred to the interstate 
commerce committee, would repeal 
the eight-hour day law for the car- 
riers and fix a penalty of not more 
than $1,000 or one year imprison- 
ment, or both, for violations of the 
six-hour provision. 

Trammell said he would call up 
his motion next Tuesday, thus hold- 
ing the bill in the senate at least 
that long. Should it then go to the 
house, democratic leaders have shoved 
it aside temporarily to clear the way 
for President Roosevelt’s urgent leg- 
islative program. Speaker Rainey 
told newspapermen today it probably

Robert’s Appointment To Aid 
Georgia Business, Says Wood 


Congressman Points Out 
That Marble Industry, 
Particularly, Will Get 
Share of U. S. Work. 


The appointment of L. W. Robert, 
of Atlanta, as an assistant secretary 
of the treasury in charge of public 
buildings, succeeding Perry Heath, 
should be of great assistance to Geor- 
gia business, especially the marble in- 
dustry, Congressman John S. W ood, 
of Canton, said here Friday night aft- 
er the president had made known his 
decision to send the appointment of 
Mr. Robert to the senate next week. 

“Mr. Robert’s appointment — will 
mean that Georgia will get her share 
of the marble business from the gov- 
ernment, and this will be a big item 
under the public works program to be 
carried out in the next four years, 
the congressman said. “In the past 
we have had great difficulty in get- 
ting the government to use Georgia 
marble even in buildings constructed 
here in Georgia. Mr. Heath, the re- 
tiring assistant secretary, has been a 
strong advocate of Indiana limestone 
for all public buildings.” 

Congressman Wood’s home is at 
Canton and the largest marble works 
of this section of the country are 1o- 
cated in his district. 

“I feel sure that the appointment 
of a Georgian will mean that one 
contract now pending will be ‘for 
Georgia marble instead of limestone, 
Representative Wood said. “The gov- 
ernment has contracted for a new 
postoffice at Columbus, but the ac- 
tual execution of the contract has 
been held up because Mr. Heath in- 
sisted that Indiana limestone be used. 
Secretary Woodin has agreed that the 
contract will not be formally let un- 
til the successor to Mr. Heath takes 
office. I am certain that Mr. Rob- 
ert, an engineer who knows _ better 
than any of us the value of Georgia 
marble, will see to it that marble is 
substituted for limestone.” 

Judge Wood recalled the hard fight 
made last year to get Mr. Heath to 
agree to the use of marble in the At- 
lanta postoffi As in other build- 
ings the treasufy official had insisted 
on. limestone.

“I happened to be looking up and 
noticed the No. 7 cell (which contain- 
ed helium) was swishing quite more 
than usual,” he said. “While look- 
ing at this cell the ship gave a ter- 
rific lurch sideways and longitudinal 
girders seven and eight gave way as 
well as some of the wires.” | 

The gasoline tanks came loose, and 
he started to clip them entirely free 
of the swishing wires but decided to 
go forward. When he got about two- 
thirds of the way up in the ship he 
met others of the crew. 

“The ship was falling quite rapidly 
now and I knew she was to crash. 
About five or ten seconds before she 
crashed the lights went out in the 
keel. I retained my stand on the keel 
and then heard a noise aft and then 
water hit my feet.” 

In some way he was washed free 
by the surging water, caught hold of 
a gasoline tank and stayed with it 
until he was picked up by the German 
tanker Phoebus. Erwin rode to safety 
on the same tank. 

A somewhat similar story was told 
by Erwin, the youngest of the three 
survivors. He admitted, though, that 
several hours before the fall while he 
was helping steer the ship “the light- 
ning flashes would blind and frighten 
me for a minute.” But he stuck it out 
until his tour ended. 

Then he, too, lay down on his bunk 
near Deal. He saw the helium cell 
“surge” and when everybody was or- 
dered into the bow to pull the ship’s 
nose down, he went along with his 
shipmates. 

“I imagined that the ship was 
climbing because the motors were go- 
ing full speed,” he said, “but instead 
it was settling.” 

“IT got ont on the keel. I looked

up and saw No. 7 girder carried 
away. One of those service gasoline 
tanks broke loose and dropped down 
in front of me. I ducked. I got to 
frame 170, which is about one-third 
from the bow, and there was a whole 
gang of men up there.

INFLOODED AREA 


Heavily Laden Creeks 
Continue To Push Water 
Over South’s Lowlands. 


MEMPHIS, Tenn., April 7.—()— 
Heavily laden creeks, bayous and 
tributary streams continued to push 
water over thousands of acres of low- 
land farm county in the south- 
ern high water zone today, and relief 
directors placed the number of those 
made temporarily homeless as high as 
1,500 persons. 

Only small parts of Mississippi, 
west Tennessee and eastern Arkansas 
are seriously affected by this season- 


al flooding of the tributaries, swelled 
to overflowing by heavy rains and 
backwater from the rising Mississippi 
river. 

Most: of the refugees are negroes 
and many of them are finding better 


shelter, food and clothing in the near- 
by towns to which they have fled than 
they ordinarily enjoy when the rivers 
are at low stages and there is noth- 
ing but hard times to fear. 

The-great Mississippi river, itself, 
is slowly riding its crest to’ the Gulf, 
and there is no indication of alarm 
behind the powerful government-built 
levees that protect the south’s richest 
farm lands and _ plantation homes 
from inundation. 

The great river reached a stage of 
38 feet here today and likely will 
crest within two days, with less than 
two feet more water in sight. Flood 
stage here is 35 feet on the gauge, but 
the government levees are built to 
withstand 46 or more feet of water. 

United States engineers at Vicks- 
burg said the general outlook was bet- 


ter today with less persistent rises 
among tributary streams in that ter- 
ritory. Difficulty was being expe- 
rienced at Wasp lake, 4 miles north 
of Belzoni, where 300 convicts were 
put to work sandbagging a Yazoo 
river levee, to prevent possible cre- 
vasses.

In view of the revelation before 
a congressional committee in Wash- 
ington that $25,000,000,000 worth 
of worthless or undesirable stocks 
have been dumped on unsuspecting

Even a country as rich as the 
United States could not survive 
such a looting of its assets and the 
only possible result was the col- 
lapse which has closed 5,000 Amer- 
ican banks, wrecked thousands of 
businesses and brought unemploy- 
ment and suffering to millions of 
our people. 

In addition to this tremendous 
loss, billions of dollars have been 
mulcted from innocent investors 
by unscrupulous financiers through 
the stock manipulations of so-called 
holding companies. Misplaced con- 
fidence in some of Wall Street's 
high financiers has brought penury 
to thousands of well-to-do families 
and the country is filled with ‘the 
wrecks of formerly prosperous busi- 
ness concerns drained dry of their 
assets by men of the type of Insull. 

The illimitable wealth of Amer- 
ica, and its boundless opportunity 
for gainful activities, assures that 
the nation will recover from its 
financial blood-letting, but our fu- 
ture prosperity must be on a 
sounder and safer basis than that 
of the past.

Going into exile in 1897, he re- 
turned to his native islands when 
Dewey sank the Spanish fleet and 
was named as president of a hastily 
declared republic. 

When the United States declined 
to recognize this government, 
Aguinaldo again took the field 
against those in control in Manila 
and waged war with the United 
States forces for more than two 
years, culminating in his capture 
by General Funston in 1901. 

Granted amnesty—by the United 
States governmént, Aguinaldo saw 
the error of his ways and his friend- 
ly influence has been of far-reach- 
ing importance in the remarkable 
development of the islands, and the 
improvement in living conditions 
which has been accomplished un- 
der the direction of this country 
during the past 30 years. 

He is one of modern history’s 
most picturesque figures, and it is 
certain that he will be cordially 
welcomed to the United States and 
his latest efforts for his native 
country given the respect and con- 
sideration due them because of his 
ability and keen patriotism. 


THE PERSECUTED BULGARS. 


Bulgarians living in what was the 
former Macedonian province of Bul- 
garia, but which is now a part of 
Yugo-Slavia, are undergoing an “un- 
precedénted reign of moral and 
physical terror imposed by the 
Belgrade government,” according 
to information sent out by the In- 
dianapolis headquarters of the 
Macedonian Political Organization 
for the United States and Canada. 

The charge is made that the 
Yugo-Slavians, who were known as 
Serbians until the addition to their 
country of much territory follow- 
ing the World War, have ‘“‘sup- 
pressed all Bulgarian cultural insti- 
tutions and have now set about ex- 
terminating the Bulgars who re- 
mained in the country and eradi- 
cating prominent Bulgarian families 
who had taken part in the strug- 
gles for political and economic lib- 
erty.” 

Bulgars are alleged to be sen- 
tenced to execution and long sen- 
tences, without trial and after un- 
dergoing physical torture, and their 
families subjected to violences of 
various kinds.

Frederick Griffin is an Irish-Ca- 
nadian writer of international reputa- 
tion. Before going to the soviet union 
last summer he had to his credit a

The general is slight of stature | journalism, which had elevated him 


to a position of eminence as an ob- 
server of unusual sharpness and a 
writer of exceptional lucidity. The 
book he publishes now, “Soviet 
Scene” (Macmillan), not only en- 
hances Mr. Griffin's personal stand- 
ing, but it renders a service to the 
serious student of contemporary his- 
tory in so fer as it affects the tremen- 
dous puzzle of the soviet experiment, 

Here is a writer who has nv thesis 
to uphold or to repudiate, but a man 
who is driven by a serious intellect- 
ual curiosity to understand the opera- 
tion of a social scheme which affects 
the lives of one hundred and seventy 
million human beings and which un- 
questionably will have wide repercus- 
sions on the rest of the children of 
man. There is no attempt to be sen- 
sational in Mr. Griffin’s book. He 
tells the sober truth about what he 
sees and experiences. But there is 
this in “Soviet Scene,” which endears 
it to every liberal: Mr. Griffin has 
a warm heart for human beings. In 
nearly every page you feel that his 
main concern is to discover how the 
men and women he met over there, 
the majority of whom are not com- 
munists at all, stand and react Vis-a- 
vis of the bewildering transformation 
brought about by the Leninists, 

He succeeds in catching the under- 
tone of life, most difficult, but also 
most valuable of the observer’s task. 
At first glance the book looks like the 
superficial account of a voyage, until 


you become aware that the spiritual 
qualities of the writer himself, his 
hopefulness and his love of humanity 
awakened and produced a response in 
the men and women he questioned. 
For that reason this is. a valuable 
book. There is also much that is new.

HOLLYWOOD IN PERSON

HOLLYWOOD, Cal., April 7.— 
Two hundred and fifty screen writ- 
ers, having met to form what is ac- 
tually a closed shop, elected officers 
for this new guild and then sealed 
the evening’s work with a stein or 
two or three of beer. 

Picture colony authors have de- 
clared their opposition to any contin- 
uation of the present salary cuts or 
institution of others in the future. 
They are about to raise a “war chest” 
for their possible future needs, And 
they submitted a contract to their 
members for signature which provides 
for the adoption of a code of working 
rules to be formulated shortly and un- 
der whose provisions all writers shall 
work. 

Signatures of 150 writers must be 
obtained before April 21 to make this 
contract operative and over 100 signed 
then and there last. night. 

Any violation of the signed contract 
is punishable by expulsion from the 
guild and a fine of $10,000. By this 
you can see that the writers of Holly- 
wood mean business. 

In order that the code may be 
drawn properly, the contract provides 
that no writer enter into any contract 
with a producer which carries an op- 
tion on his services for the period 
between the present and May 31. 

Now comes the fine point: the con- 


tract signed by 100 writers refers to 
the code in this wise: 

“Such code may contain a provision 
that no signatory, not bound by exist- 
ing contract, shall enter into any con- 
tract of employment or do any work 
as a motion picture writer, directly 
or indirectly, for any producer or 
other person or corporation ‘pon 
motion picture writers who shall refuse 
to abide by the code and insert its 
provisions into all contracts entered 
into with motion picture writers." 

Working conditions are the big ob- 
ject in this guild. No salary scale 
will be formed and nebody employed 
as a producer or associate producer 
will be allowed to retain membership 
in the guild.

Beer washed the borders of Dixie 
last night, but the solid south still was 
legally dry, although two states al- 
ready have passed brew legislation and 
four more are considering it. 

Florida and Tennessee took steps 
Friday to get beer. Louisiana will 
have it April 13 and North Carolina 
May 1. South Carolina and Alabama 
have beer bills in their legislatures. 


Kentucky, Maryland and Missouri, 
which flank the deep south, began 
drinking legal beer Friday and had 
some to.share with southerners who 
went calling on their neighbors. 


_ The Tennessee house of representa- 
tives passed a bill Friday to legalize 
3.2 beer on June 1. The measure prob- 
ably will be called up in the senate 
next week. 

Florida’s house prohibition commit- 
tee reported favorably on a com- 
promise bill to legalize beer down 
there. South Carolina’s senate de- 
ferred action on its beer bill until next 
week. The South Carolina house al- 
ready has passed the measure. 

_ Alabama's beer bill is in the legisla- 
tive hopper, but has not been acted 
upon. 

Georgia’s assembly adjourned with- 
out passing a beer bill and now there’s 
a clamor for an extra session in this 
State. Petitions for such a session are 
being circulated. A payless session of 
the legislature has been urged. Pro- 
hibition advocates have been just as 
active as beer advocates, however, and 
Governor Talmadge has said he did 
not consider an immediate session 
necessary. 

Mississippi’s legislature is not in 
session and there has been no move 
to change that state’s bone-dry law.

IS SICK HORSE 


Confined to Quarters, 
But Trainer Hopes for 
Quick Recovery.

NEW YORK, April 7.—(UP)— 
Kerry Patch, which carried the silks 
of Lee Rosenberg to a surprise vic- 
tory over Ladysman in the Belmont 
Futurity last year, richest of all juve- 
nile races, is a sick horse and is con- 
fined to quarters at Belmont Park 
suffering from a cough which he con- 
tracted about 10 days ago, it was 
learned today. 

The diminutive son of Desperate 
Desmond-Polly Wiggles—Le weighs 
but 950 pounds and stands only a 
trifle over 15 hands high—had two 
broken wolf teeth extracted today 
after a brief exercise gallop and“was 
immediately stabled awaiting devélop- 
ments of his ailments. If the horse 
does not develop a temperature Train- 
er Joe Notter hopes to have him out 
on the training track within a few 
days but no definite plans for his 
three-year-old campaign are possible 
at this time. 

HARD CAMPAIGN. 

Kerry Patch had a very strenuous 
campaign in 1932. He engaged in 22 
races without a breathing spell or let- 
up in training. Winning only three 
races, finishing second on five océa- 
sions and third on three others, the 
little chestnut colt was in a sense a 
champion in his first. year of combat, 
even though he did account for $93.,- 
440 to finish second to Ladysman in 
this respect. He earned a purse of 
$86,690 in the Futurity alone. 

Brought to the races early in May, 
Kerry Patch finished out of the pic- 
ture in his first three efforts. After 
being runner-up in his two succeed- 
ing outings, he graduated from the 
maiden ranks at Belmont Park on 
June 4 with a victory in a minor stake 
event. He placed in his next race, and 
came back to score at Aqueduct on 
June 21, 

Came the Belmont Futurity, fol- 
lowing an unimpressive round of Em- 
pire City and Saratoga racing. While 
Kerry Patch may have been lucky 
in that Ladysman was unable to find 
racing room in the Futurity, the fact 
remains that he did “win this coveted 
stake—incidentally at the juicy odds 
of 40 to 1.

Patch’s only stake victory, 
second in the Wakefield handicap at 
Empire City, the Champagne stakes 
at Belmont. and the Junior Champion 
at Aqueduct. Besides he was in the 
money in the great American at Aque- 
duct, as well as the Baldwin and 
Remsden handicap at Jamaica. His 
juvenile swan song was the Pimlico 
Futurity, in which he finished far 
back in the ruck, 

Put away early in November, Ker- 
ry Patch returned to Belmont Park, 
where, at the scene of his greatest 
triumph, he spent the winter. 

In view of his present condition, the 
Rosenberg colt appears an extremely 
risky hazard at the prevailing odds of 
25 to 1 in the winter books.

“In the first place, wrestling 
championships aren’t permitted in 
Illinois and, in the second place, no 
match is a championship unless it’s 
two falls out of three.”

Manager White based his claim of 
a non-championship match on the old 
ruling of the old Illinois state athletic 
commission headed by the stern Gen- 
eral John V. Clinnin. Last year, 
Chairman Clinnin ruled that, until 
wrestling quit its “clowning tactics,” 
no match in Illinois could be adver- 
tised as a championship affair. Last 
January, however, Joe Triner was 
appointed chairman of the new com- 
mission.

DALS PROPOSAL 


Norris and McSwain To 
Offer Bills for Power, 
Valley Development. 


WASHINGTON, April 7.—(?)—A 
smile on his face, Senator George 
Norris tonight walked from the of- 
fice of President Roosevelt and told 
newspapermen that a bill calling not 
only for government operation of 
Muscle Shoals but also for a long- 
time program of development in the 
Tennessee river valley would be intro- 
duced Monday. 

Behind him emerged Representative’ 
McSwain, democrat, South Carolina, 
equally pleased to add that he would 
introduce a similar measure’ on the 
house side. The bills call for an au- 
thorization of $50, to begin 
projects, the final execution of which 
ac extend over a 25 to 50-year pe- 
riod. 

Final agreement on the Tennessee 
basin development, which will be in- 
troduced as “the Tennessee valley au- 
thority,” was reached at a conference 
between the interested congressional 
leaders and the president late today. 
They talked until street lamps were 
glowing outside the White House 
grounds, 

As outlined, the measure provides 
for power development, including ad- 
ditional works at Muscle Shoals at a 
cost of about $2,000,000, and the 
building of Cove Creek dam on the 
Clinch river at a cost of about $34,- 
000,000. In addition, the program con- 
templates flood control, agricultural 
development, navigation aids and re- 
forestation. 

Representative Almon, democrat, 
Alabama, said the measure also would 
include the experimental development 
of fertilizer at Muscle Shoals.

The Contract pee who is to make 
the best use of his cards must be 
fully prepared with a complete line 
of bids, designed te meet all possible 
contingencies at the Contract table. 
The Four-Five Notrump Convention 
has been found almost a necessity in 
reaching biddable and makable Grand 
Slams, or in hands which do not jus- 
tify the bidding of a Grand Slam, in 
stopping short of it, because the play- 
ers know that a necessary card is not 
held, 

Equally valuable is another’ bid 
which I and my associates have used 
for years—namely, the Overcall in a 
suit bid by the opponents to disclose 
the fact that the first round of it can 
be won either with the Ace or be- 
cause the player making the bid has 
none of that suit and hence can win 
it with a trump. It required both 
of these bids to permit the reaching 
of a safe Grand Slam on the hand 
below, one of the many interesting 
hands in the recent Eastern Pair 
Championship held in New York city:
